Trott, her assistants, were guarding 
the outer doors. After securing all of his 
money they marched the postmaster to his

They were pur- 
sued across the hills and finally cornered 
and rearrested.

Vehicle Association Thinks Three Times 
a Horse’s Weight Is the Limit. 


The ordinanc@ introduced in the Municipal 
Assembly by the St. Louis Vehicle Owners’ 
Association to Umit the number of pounds 
to be carried by a team to 9,500 pounds, and 
providing for punishment of those who vio- 


late the ordinance, is provoking a great 
deal of feeling in favor and against the 
passage of the bill. Its chiéf opponent is 
the St. Louls Transfer Co., who claim that 
their horses can haul 12,000 pounds; that 
their large, fine stock should not be com- 
ared with the worn-out plugs that do the 
auling around the city, and that if the 
ordinance was passed it would necessitate 
their employing extra teams and men, in 
consequence the street traffic of the city 
pati become too congested for public

On this line the fight against the bill 
has been made before the legislative com- 
mittee, composed of Chairman Ives, and 
Messrs. Ferris and Clark. 

The Vehicle Owners’ Association on the 
other hand claims that no horse should be 
compelled to carry more than two and a 
half times its own weight, and that they 
concede a point by limiting the load to 
three times the weight of the horse. This 
assertion they back up with authoritative 
statements from veterinary men all over the 
country, humanitarians and expressions 
from the public at large. 

Dr. Wm. Heyde, the veterinary surgeon 
of the association, stated, emphatically to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that no horse should 
be loaded more than two and a half times 
its own weight, and that all the diseases 
of the feet and shoulders among horses 
came from overloading, resulting in a gen- 
— crippled condition of the animal and 
greatly decreasing its tenure of life. 

Charles Parsons, ex-President of the Hu- 
mane Society of St. Louis, in a letter to the 
association states that he considers two and 
a half times the weight of a horse a suf- 
ficient load for a long haul, and says that

regular police for the special watchmen 
in Forest Park.

It is in the line of econ- 
omy and wise policy. .The Police De- 
partment is maintained to do the work 
done by the park watchmen. It can at- 
tend to the work better than special 
watchmen, who are unattached super- 
fluities without the organization, train- 
ing or discipline to make them as ef- 
fective as the regulars. The Police Board 
has signified its willingness and ability 
to police the park. 

But in addition to these considerations 
in faver of the change the question of 
economy is important. One of the ex- 
cuses of Park Commissioner Ridgeley for 
not keeping down the dust on the park 
roads is the insufficiency of the appro- 
priation. The Comptroller's plan of po- 
licing the park by the regular police 
would save to the park fund not jess than 
$7,000 a year, enough, if rightly applied, 
to secure efficient sprinkling through the 
dry season,

not adopted it will be use the spoils
